I wanted to go on the 
stage agains but time’in a swell sort of way. I had 
envious joes on those armoured knights.

At quarter-past seven I appeared at the stage door, 
and was entered in a book, and given my number. 
‘This is for purposes of checking one’s attendance. A 
list is read over during dressing. If anybody is absent 
it costs him his job, unless he has most vital reasons. 
Lateness is merely reprimanded at this theatre. 

I was taken downstairs to the supers’ dressing-room. 
It is not in some hidden part of the building, as one 
wig think, for His Majesty King Richard and Boling- 
broke themselves are next door neighbours. 

I had never disrobed and robed in a room of eighty 
people before I went on to the romantic stage. t 
was about the number of supers who a appeared in 
the dressing-room. Sometimes, as in Julius Casar, 

. there have been 120 in that room. 

The room itself. was orgs encemy however. There 
were five or six washing bowls between us, and we 
shared seats on three rows of benches. The place was 
littered with armour, clothes, swords, helmets, tights, 
blouses, and other quaint things. I have never seen 
such an array, even when house-moving. The smell of 
a camphor disinfectant was everywhere. My fellow 
supers in their ordinary clothes all looked of same 
type—poor, but honest, Most of them were actually in 
employment, .as I-learnt, some of the strangest kind. 
One was a bird fancier, another a second-hand Jewish 
clothes’. dealer, nicknamed “Iky’’; others had been 
commercial travellers, silversmiths, valets, or clerks, 
who had. been unfortunate. Amongst the number is the 
ex-mayor of.a provincial town ! . 

The leman whe plays a monk's part earns his 
chief subsistence as a Covent Garden fruit carrier in the 
day. Qne,. however, is an ‘actor man” of the old 
school. There is nothing of Shakespeare he does not 
recite marvellously. He has played parts, too, in his 
time, Once he acted a tea-pot, chatting in pantomime 
with a whisky bottle. But he has nowadays lost all 
ambition, so is content with being a super. Neverthe- 
less, he could show Irving and Tree 


a thing or two, if so minded. 

I was given my costume by a kindly personage, who 
is known as the super-master. Hc has to look after us 
and our clothes. It was armour, after all, so honour 
was satisfied. I had to wear a grey jersey and tights, 
covered with chain armour, with boots strapped on to 
the lower portion. The armour was, as a matter of 
fact, cord-and painted silver. . 

I felt nervous and hot, but a super friend assured 
me that. I should soon get used to it. Everybody recog- 
nised me as a novice, of course, and the questions I was 
asked as to my life, character, and general morals 
reminded me of my first day at school, 

I was:told not to be frightencd, as I should not be 
much on the stage. The first scene in which we were 
to appear was the Lists at Coventry. When the King 
entered, we had to stand behind a fence and greet him 
with cries of loyalty, and cheers for his great rival and 
successor, Boli: . Then we should have to be in 
the wings at other scenes, to shout and murmur from 
behind: -But in the last scene of Act II., I was told, 
we should have a “ lark.” 


There was slight trouble on my first appearance on 


Practice. Strokes at Billiards’ may be. 
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thestage. I trespassed. Between thé first act and the 
second the scene is changed {rom the garden to the Lists 
ateCoventry, when the crowd has to stand behind a 
fence and shout. I found myself in front of the fence, 
og seconds before the rise of the curtain, with no 

Then a gorgeous personage in armour came and 
shouldered me off. 1 was glad, for I should have been 
very nervous had the curtain gone up on me alone. I 
prefer Shakespeare’s own arrangements of those things. 

I scrambled through a crowd of knights and restive 
horses, and walked straight into Bolingbroke, gor- 
geously attired in gold armour, and looking fearfully 
majestic. He looked at me with a sardonic and awful 
smile. I fled. From what I know of his character in 
history, I imagine he is not quite the kind of person to 
quarrel with. Neither is Mr. Oscar Asche, the imper-

Mine was a shouting part in the second scene. We

between Bolingbroke and Mowbray, we had to change 
our cries of loyalty to those of anger and muffled curses. 
We did this thoroughly. Some of the things said about 
the king by profane supers made me blush. Others 
made extraordinary noises. But the lusticst super of 
all was a huge gramophone. 

It shouted with us in “ Long live the King,” and then, 
being a bit of an actor iteelf, it suddenly changed its 
+ are and called “ Down with Richard,” “ Long live 

lingbroke,” and soon. We had to watch that gramo- 
phone. If we stopped a second before it ceased, there 
would be trouble. A gramophone shouting out by itself 
would sound funny to fhe audience... 

We had nearly an hour before next going on duty. 
Then we had to go and murmur and talk behind t 
scenes at Flint Castle for a few minutes, to represent 
the soldiers in camp. When the King appears, we 
had to greet him with cries of “Come Down,’’ 


and more strong language. 

I was told that Mr. Tree likes the abusing of himself 
to be realistic, but not vulgar. We waited silently 
during one scene in the wings, and then came our 
“lark”? scene—that is, in-a London street. 

We simply had to lose control of ourselves with 
rejoicing for Bolingbroke, whose arrival in London we 
awaited. We danced and shouted. Girls hung on my 
neck without warning. One of them who was doing a 
stick dance brought her weapon in violent contact with 
my head. We played jokes with a gentleman who has 
the part of a drunkard, until he protested that his wig 
was coming down. . ~

énters on horseback, and we must chase him, and groan

Three minutes’ interval, and I, and about thirty 
others had to quick-change into the robes of monks or 
peers. ‘I had a coarse canvas blanket affair given me, 
with hood attached, and had to take my seat on a bench 
to be present at the trial of King Richard. . 

As a monk, my sympathies had to veer round again, 
and I had to murmur pity for the king. My political 
opinions have never gone through so many violent 
p aan as in that night, not even on the fiscal question.

At that 
moment, you would willingly have paid threepence for 
one needle and cotton and one button, but, alas! no- 
body is nigh to act as your cheat in need.
